Entries for Stakes at Long Island and Maryland 
Tracks Exceed All Expectations.

New York, .\pril 13. — Stoeplechasing is taking a 
gn*ater hold of horsemen and fashionable stables 
than at an.v other time in .\merie:ni turf history. 
Entries for the stakes at the liong Island and Mary- 
land tracks have been so ubnndant that it will not 
Ik* out of r(*jison to see twent.v or more starters in 
some of the richer stakes and maiden races. 

Ninety-four nominations for the Gn*eii Spring Val- 
ley Stakes, to Ik* run at Pimlico, will give some idea 
of the iiumbor of horses ls*ing traiin'd to go across 
country. Of these, practically twenty -five per cent 
are imported. This gives assui'.'inee that the rielier 
owners of st(*<‘pleehas<*rs want the Iwst in the mar- 
ket. They an* going to the northern p.irt of Ireland 
t(» proeni-e what they desire. The prediction h;is 
lH*en madi' that en* l«»ng evei'.v stable of promimnee 
will have a ft*w j)imiM*rs attached. 

Stakes for jumpers are being •*iir!ehed ever.v .vear. 
Two of these <>veiits through the field at Saratoga 
have increased values this year. They are the 
Saratoga and Reverw.vek. It is such progi'cssion in 
value that will Ik* an im-entive for owners to pay 
mon* attention to steepleehasing tlian they have 
lieretofore. 

Steepleehasing :ii»peals to mau.r raeeg<K*rs. espe- 
eiall.v the Ixmg Island colony of hunt elul* iii**iiil>ers. 
who alwa.vs attend Belmont Park and other courses 
when a steeph'chase is carded. One can alwa.vs tell 
by the assembl.ige in the elul* houses if a jumping 
race is to Ik* run. The crowd is not only Isirger, but 
the general makeup is of a true sportsman charac- 
ter. mau.v riding to the tracks on horseback in 
pref**miee to the limousine. .Ml these things iMjiiit 
to the turf’s elevation and progression. 

Hard to Fill Races a Few Years Ago. 

It was only a few yi'.irs ag«» tiiat it was hanl to 
fill steeploehase races, and a field of tlire** ;iiid four 
w«*re fp'ipient. It was an exeeptiou to see eight or 
ten go to the |M*st. 

Sei'i'etar.v Earhu ker of Saratoga, believes th.it be 
will have fields of from fifteen to Iwi'iit.v in the 
stake events la* has advertised. The enti'aiiee of 
E. R. Mi*l.,eaii into the sti'cplei hasing fi*'ld will add 
to the arra.v. He intends to set a iiierr.v j»aee with 
his stable. Other owner'i, not to K* outiliun*. will 
no do)d*t lend botli tiiu** aixl moiie.v to gather 
jumping material to keep Mr. Mel^*an from gatlu'r- 
iiig (00 many pinin':. Ilein-e g«)od eruss-eonntry rae- 
ing in the future is assu)**d. 

'riie eobl snap of weatlier which stnn k New 5'**ik 
on Sumlay and last«'d until Tuesday iiiglit. set the 
horses in training back a trifle, the gronnd having 
beiome surfaee frozen and dangerous for galloping 
horses. Tliey w»*re all kept going under tlie shed';, 
but a tw«) or tliree days’ letiip at t'nis season is 
disapi««)inting to train«*rs. who are :!iixi«iiis to get 
their material iKdislied up for the opening of llie 
Havre d*' (Jniee morting next -Monday,
